WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. The first regu- 
lar session of the Fifty -third Congress con- 
voned at high noon to-day, pursuant to the 
constitutional provisions. ‘‘The inaudible 
and noiseless foot of time’’ had apparently 
tripped lightly through the lives 
Senators during the drief vacation 
period and brighter faces greeted one 
Another than when thirty odd days ago, 
tired ana showing signs of a parliamentary 
struggle unequalled in the history of the 
Government, the representatives of the 
States left the national capital. 
that memorable Dattle seemed effaced, and 
the greeting amongst Senators bore the evi- 
dence of warm fraternal friendship and per- 
sonal regard. : 

The chamber presented a handsome ap- 
pearance arrayed in its’ winter apparel. A 
Brussels carpet, pleasing to the eye and soft 
to the touch, had supplanted the light chintz 
matting which covered the floor during the 
recent extraordinary session. Highly pol- 
ished desks and chairs awaited Senatorial 
use, while the happy owners of sixteen 


smiling little faces sat on the steps of 


each side of the Vice-President’s rostrum, 
eagertocarry out the wishesof the Sena- 
tors. On some of the desks were, fioral 
designs, and flowers whose fragrance sweet- 
ened the atmosphere and lent an additional 
charm to the scene. The desk of the 
Vice-President supported a basket of roses, 
whlle a handsome floral horseshoe 
awaited Senator Voorhees, the 
glitt of admiring Indiana friends, 
who also remembered his colleagr~ Senator 
Tur- e. A large bunch of ro’ lay on the 
Gesh of Senator Dolph, and the doughty 
chan pion of the white metal, Senator 
Stewart, was the recipieat of a basket of 
beautiful Marechal Neils.

LIGHT-HOUSE BOARD REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—The Light- 
house Board in its annual report, just made 
public, gives interesting information re- 
specting telephonic communication between 
lightshiips andthe shore. The object is to 
more effectually succor vessels in distress, 


It is proposed as an experiment to first con- 
néct Monomoy Point Light-house, Mass., with 
Pollack Kip Lightship, which are some foar 
miles apart. Having done this the doard 
proposes a cable Detween Sandy Hook 
Lightship and the Hook Beacon on Sandy 
Hook, which are eight 8 apart. And this 
could de followed later by laying a cable 
from Saukaty Head Light-house, Nantucket 
Island, to antucket New south Shoals 
Light-ship, thirty, miles south, ana straight 
out into the Atlantic Ocean. This light-ship 
is the most distant from our coast of any in 
the service, and ig on the track of all the 
coasting vessels going out of Nantucket and 
vessels going to and from Europe. It is an 
exceedingly important post, and telephonic 
communication with the shore would be of 
immense value tocommerce. One hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars will be asked to 
start the system, 


DOES SHE GO TO WILLIS? 

Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 4.—The United 
States revenue cutter Thomas Corwin is un- 
der orders for a 2,500-miletrip. Her desti- 
nation is Honolulu without doubt, and she 
may be expected to leave this afternoon or 
to-morrow morning. Whether any person 
in diplomatic authority is coming here from 
Washington to go tothe islands on the Cor- 


win is not known. It is quite likely, how- 
ever, that a special messenger, intrusted 
with secrets of state, willbe the emissary 
who will occupy one of the state-rooms 
already set apart tn the after cabin. The 
greatest secrecy has been maintained since 
the special orders arrived Saturday noon. 
These turned the cutter over to the State De- 
partment and placed her under waiting 
orders. Instructions wefe also given to pre- 

are for a2,500-mile voyage, and to be ready 
o sail in forty-eight hours. A heavy supply 
of coal has been stowed in the Corwin’s deck 
in addition to that in the bunkers. 

At Washington this morning Secretary 
Gresham declined to say anything in regard 
to the report published that the revenue 
cutter Thomas Corwin was to carry a ines- 
sage on behalf of tne State Department from 
San Francisco to Honolulu. There is reason 
to suppose, however, that the story is sub- 
stantially correct. Secretary Gresham was 
busy with dispatches during the latter part 
of yesterday, whicn are to go on the Corwin. 
As to what these contain nothing can be 
learned. Secretary Gresham was very 
emphaticin his assertions at different times 
that Minister Willig had received no further 
instructions since his departure from this 
country and that he needed none. This gives 
rise to the surmise that the dispatch in haste 
of a special messenger at this time can only 
be caused by a change in the policy fntended 
to be pursued.

PRIZE-FIGHTERS ON TRIAL. 


Principals and Seconds of the Sharpe 
Crosby Affair in Court. 


EDWARDSVILLE, Ill., Dec, 4,—Harry Sharp 
and Frank Crosby, the prize-fighters, with 
their seconds, the Daly bogs, John and 
Charley, Dan Cusack, Mike Queenan and 
„Josh!“ Dixon and Billy Zachrits, were 
brought into court to-day to answer 
for their connection with the 
prize-fight that took place in Nameoki last 
February., The docket is crowded and it 
hardly looks as if their case would come up 
to-day, though it may be reached late this 
afternoon. 

The offense with which they stand charged 
was a seventy - seven round prize-fight 
fought on a dancing platform in a grove at 
Nameoxi, this county. It was pulled off 
there at the request of several _ resi- 
dents of that place who guaranteed 
protection from the law and non-interfer- 
ence. The battle was one of the most flercely 
contested in the West and excited great 
comment. It was won by Sharp, who netted 
nearly $1,000. by his victory but has 
oe Gearly for it, as he has been 
n jail here for some time past. Crosby and 
Queenan were arrested only a few weeks ago 
at Springfield, Mo., where Crosby was train- 
ing for another battle with Sharp, which 
was to have been pulled o before 
the Armourdale Club of Kansas City Kan. The 
feeling against the fighters here is 
strong, aud itis expected that they will get 
a term of training in the State Penitentiary. 
the referee of the fight was indicted with 
the other principals, Dut has never been 
taken into custody. 


SIDNEY R. FRANCIS DEAD. 


The Well- Known Young Busines Man 


Succumbs to Pneumonia. 


Sidney R. Francis, Vice-President of the D. 
R. Francis & Bro. Commission Co. and 
brother of ex-Gov. D. R. Francis, died at 
12:02 o’clOck last night offpneumonia at the 
residence of his brother-in-law, Wim. G. 
Boyd, 4040 Delmar boulevard, after an iliness 
of three weeks. 

The deceased was 36 years old, was born at 
Richmond. Ky.. educated in that State and 
tor three years was a clerk in a boot land 


shoe establishment in Frankfort, Ky. He 
came to this city in 1877, and until 1880 was a 
clerk in the employ of his brother, D. R. 
Francis. Inthe latter year he was admitted 
asa partner, and in 1884 the concern was in- 
corporated under its present title with the 
deceased as vice-president and general man- 
ager. At the time of his death the deceased 
was also a directorin the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., the st. Louis United Elevator Co., 
and the Union Casualty and Security Co. 
His business career had been almost 
phenomenal in the success attained 
by the deceased at such a compar- 
atively early age, and on the floor ofthe 
Merchants’ Exchange there was no better 
known nor better liked man than ‘‘sid’’ 
Francis, 

The deceased was unmarried. He leaves 
two brothers, a sister, and his aged parents 
to mourn his loss. The latter, aged respect- 
ively 64 and 74 years, live about six miles out 
on the Natural Bridge road, and both are at 
present confined totheir rooms by sickness. 
One sister of the deceased, Mrs. Halile 
Francis Boyd, wife of Wm. G. Boyd, died also 
of pneumania only seventy-two hours pre- 
vious tothe death ot the deceased, after 
having broken down while nursing him. Ex- 
Gov. D. R. Francis and Tom Francis, the re- 
maining brothers, and Mrs. Ellerbe, the only 
surviving sister, were also untiring in their 
attention to the last. 

To Gov. Francis himself the loss of his 
brottier and associate in business life will 
prove ſtrreparable. sid“ Franeis“ loyalty 
to **Dave’* Francis was proverbial among 
all the friends of the two brothers. All the 
talents and energies of the brilliant young 
brothers were devoted to furthering 
the interests of the elder, and to 
that devotion Gov. Francis attributes 
all the success of the D. R. Francis & Bro. 
Commission Co. in the business world, To 
him Sid“ was not only brother, but son, 
guide and friend, and so loyal that he never 
had an impulse or thought about his elder 
brother, Dave, that was not for the lat- 
ter’s good. 8 

In business the deceased was eminently fair 
and upright, never knowingly injuring any 
one. de was extremely popular, both inthe 


’ business and society worl.., and leaves hun- 


dreds of friends who will mourn his loss. 
Arrangements for the funeral are not yet 
completed. At noon to-day President W. I. 
Anderson called the Merchants’ Exchange to 
order, and officially announced the death of 
Sidney R. Francis. He also stated that he 
had appointed 8. C. Church, L. G. McNatr 
and lurner T. Lewis as a committee to pre- 
are appropriate resolutiens of respect.

Simmons’ Trial. 


NEosHoO, Mo,, Dec. 4.—The trial of Wm. G. 
Simmons, whose is charged with the murder 
of Mary Lula Noel, his sweetheart, in Me- 
Donald County, Mo., in 1892, and which has 
been occupying the fattention of the Circuit 


Court of ‘this county forthe past week, will 
probably be conciuded to-morrow, 

The case has attracted a great dealot at- 
tention and the result is awaited with more 
than ordinary interest. Abont 150 witnesses 
are in attendance. The svidence is wholiy 
circumstantial. 

Simmons lived in Jasper County and fora 
number of months had been visiting Miss 
Noel, and rumor said that they were engaged 
to be married. In December, 1892, Simmons 
visited Miss Noel at the residence of her sis- 
ter, The sister and her husband visited a 
neighbor on that day and left Simmons and 
Miss Noel alone at their house, and that was 
the last seen of Mtss Noelalive. A few days 
later her body was found in the Cowskin 
River, about a half a mile from the house 


where she and Simmons were left together. 


Her neck was broken and she bad some 
bruises about the head, 


Train Telescoped. —

SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN TO 
WILLIS BOT DISCLOSED. 


Conditions Now Existing at Samoa 
Have Taurht the Un:sted States the Im- 
policy of Entangling Foreign Alliances 
—Reorgsanization of the Army and 


Navy Demanded by Present Needs of 
the Country—Necessity for Economy 
in Nationa. Expenditures—Arbitration 
of International Quarrels—Our Rela- 
tions With Other Governments Har- 
mopious—Departmental Reports Re- 
viewed. 


The important facts and recommendations 
of President Cievelana’s message to thé 
Fifty-third Congress, submitted to-day, are: 

1. That, the situation in Samoa has taught 
this Government the impolicy of entangling 
alliances with foreign powers. 

2. That the Hawalian monarchy was over- 
thrown by aid rendered to the revolutionists 
by ex-United States Minister Stevens; 
that Minister Willis has instruetions 
from this Government to right 
the wrong committed by its former 
representative; that the President is not 
yet sdvisea ofthe resultof Minister Willis’ 
actions under lis instructions; when 80 ad- 
vised he will fuly inform Congress by spe- 
cial message. 

3.. The President counsels delay in supple- 
mental legisiatim tothe repeai of the Sher - 
man act, and 5 
sort to alluring ant temporary financial ex- 
pedients. 

4. The Wilson tariff bill is unequivocally 
ndorsed and its immediate passage recom- 
mended. Failure to modify the present rev- 


‘enue laws in compliance with the provisions 


of the proposed bill will de regarded by the 
people as sheer recreancy on the part of Con- 
gress. 

5. Exposure and punishment of pension 
frauds and the cutting off ofall persons not en 
titled to the Government’s bounty is recom- 
mended, : 

6. Reorganization ofthe army and navy on 
lines demanded dy the present needs of the 
country should meetthe attention of Con- 
gress. 

7. The necessity ofecenomy in national 
expenditures in the present condition of the 
United States Treasury is made apparent. 

8. The present attitude of the United States 
towards Brazil is explained as that of a 
friendly power to the Peixoto Government; 
the present status of the revolutionary 
movement does not wtrrantthe recognition 
of Mello as a belligerant. 


WasHIneTor, D. C., Dec. 4.—President 
Cleveland sent the ‘ollowing message to 
Congress, and it was mad in both Houses at 
1:30 p. m, to-day: 


I. N 
To the Congress of the United States: 

The constitutional duty 
which requires the Presi- 
dent from time to time to 
give to the Congress in- 
formation of the stateof the Union, and 
recommend to thelr consideration such 
measures as he shall judge necessary and 
expedient, is fittingly entered upon by com- 
mending to the Congress a careful examina- 
tion of the detalled statements and well sup- 
ported recommendations contained in the 
reports of the heads of departments, who are 
chiefly charged with the executive work of 
the Government. In an effort to abridge 
this communication as much as is consistent 
with its purpose I shail supplement a brief 
reference to the contents of these depart- 
mental reports by the mention of such exec- 
utive business And heidents as are not 
embraced therein and by such recommenda- 
tions as appear to be at this particular time 
appropriate. 

While our foreign relations have not at all 
times during the past year been entirely 
free from perplexity, no embarrassing situa- 
tion remains that will not yield to the spirit 
of fairness and love of justice, which, joined 
with conststent firmness, characterize a 
truly American foreign policy. 

THE BRAZILIAN REVOLUTION. 

My predessor having accepted the office of 
arbitrator of the long standing missions 
houndary disputes, tendered to the Presi- 
dent by the Argentine Republic and Brazil, it 


has been my agreeable duty to receive ttie 
special envoy 8 commissioned by those States 
to lay before me evidence and arguments in 
behalf of their respective governments.

AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 

By art. 12 of the general act of Brussels, 
signed July 2, 1890, for the suppression of the 
slave trade and the restriction of certain

TREATY WITM COSTA Rica, 

Costa Rica has lately testified its friend 
ness by surrendering to the United States, in 
the absence of aconvention of extradition, 
upon duly submitted evidence of criminality, 
a noted fugitive from justice. It is trusted 
that the negotiation of a treaty with that 


country to meet recurring cases of this kind 
will soon be accomplished. In my opinion 
treaties for reciprocal extradition should be 
concluded with all those countries with which 
the United States has not already conven- 
tional arrangements of that character, I 
have deemed it fitting to express tothe Gov- 
ernments of Costa ica and Colombia the 
kindly desire of the United States to see their 
pending boundary dispute finally closed by 
arbitration in conformity with the spirit of 
-the treaty concluded between them some 
years ago. 

Our relations with the French Republic 
continue to be intimate and cordial. I sin- 
cerely hope that the extradition treaty with 
that county, as amended dy the tenate 
will soon be operative. While occasona 
question@affecting our naturalized citizens 
returning to the land of their birth have 
arisen in our intercourse with Germany, our 
relations’ with that country continue satis- 
factory. 


BEHRING SEA TRIBUNAL AWARDS. 
The questions affecting our relations with 


Great Britain have been treated ina spirit of 


frien@liness. Negotiations are in progress 
betwéen the two governments with a view to 


award and regulations agreed upon by 
the Behring Sea tribunal of arbitration 
practically effective, and it is not doubted 
that Great Britain will co-operate freely 
with this country for the accomplishment of 
that purpose. Ihe dispute grewing out of 
the discriminating tolls imposed in the 
Welland Canal, upon cargoes of cereals bound 
to and from the lake ports of the United 
States, was adjusted by the substitution of a 
more equitable schedule of charges, and my 
predecessor thereupon suspended his procia- 
mation imposing discriminatiag tolls upon 
British transit through our canals. A request 
fof additions to the list of extraditabie of- 
féensés covered by the existing treaty between 
the two countries is under consideration. 

During the past year an American citizen 
employed in a _ subordmate commercial 
— in Haytl, after suffering a protracted 
mprisonment on an unfounded charge of 
smuggling, was. finally liberated on judicial 
examination.

Upon urgent representation to the Haytien 
Government, a suitable indemnity was paid 
to the sufferer. By a law of Haytia sailing 
vessel having Gischarged her cargo is re- 
fused clearance until the duties on such car- 
go have been paid.

199, 
was 9,500, of which 200 were for vtotations of 
tha intermal sevenug lass. ' 

The expense of thé United States Oourts, 
exclusive of Judges’ salaries, for the year 
ending July 1, 1885, was 32,674, 788. 11, and for 
the year ending July 1, 189%, $4,528,676.87. It 
is therefore apparent thatthe reasons given 
In 1885 for a change in thé manner of enforc- 
naa the federal law gain strength by lapse 
0 t me.

POST-OFFICE DEFICIENCY. | 
At a date when better times were antict- 
pated, it was estimated. by his predecessor 


that the deficiency on the 80th Gay of June, 
1898, would be but a little over a million and 
a half dollars. It amounted, however, to 
more than five millions. At the same time, 
and under the influence of like anticipations 
estimates were made for the current fisca 
year ending June 80, 18%, which exhibited a 
surplus of revenue ofr expenditures of 
$872,245.71; but now, in ew of the actual re- 
ceipts and expenditures during that part of 
the current nsedi year already expired, the 
present Postmaster-General estimates that 
at its close instead of a surplus there will be 
a deficiency of newiy 58.000, 000. 

The Post-office feceipts for the last fiscal 
year amounted to $75, 988.16, and its ex- 
penditures to $81,074, 104.

CRUSING VESSELS. 

During the past six montis the demands for 
cruising vessels have been many and urgent. 
There have been revolutions calling for ves- 
sels to protect American interests in Nica- 
ragua, Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Argentine and Brazil, while the condition of 
affairs in Honolulu has required the constant 
presence of one or more ships. With all 
these calls upon our navy it became neces- 
sary, in order to make up a sufficient fleet, to 
patrol the Behring Sea under the modus vi- 
vend! agreed upon with Grest Britain, to de- 
tail to that service one vesselfrom the Fish 
Commission and three from the revenue 
marine. ; | 


PROGRESS IN CONSTRUCTION, 

Progress in the construction of new vessels 
has not deen as rapid as was anticipated. 
There have been @elays inthe completion of 
uuurmored vessels, but for the most part 
they have been such as are constantly oc- 
curring even in countries having tue largest 
experience in naval shipbuilding. The most 
serious delays, however, have been in the 
work upon armored ships. The trouble has 
been the failure of contractors to delirer 
armor as agreed. Thediffiicultiesseem now 
however, to have been all overcome, and 
armor is belng delivered with satisfactory 
promptness. 

Asa result of the experience acquired by 
shipbullders and designers and material 
men, it is believed that the date when vessels 
will completed can now be estimated with 
reasonable accuracy. 

Large guns, rapid fre guns, torpedoes and 
powder are being promptly supplied. 


COMPLETED VESSELS. 

The following vessels of the new navy have 
been completed and are now ready for 
service: The double turreted coast defense 
monitor Miantonomoh, the doüble turreted 
coast defense monitor Monterey, the cruiser 
New York, the protected cruisers Baltimore, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Newark, San Fran- 
cisco, Charleston, Atlanta, and Boston, the 
cruiser Detroit, the gur-boats Yorktown, 
Bennington, Machias, Castine and 
Petrel; the dispatch vessel Dolphin, the 
practice vessel Bancroft, and the dynamite 
gun-boat Vesuvius. Of these these the Ban- 
croft, Machias, Detrolt, and Castine have 
been placed in commission during the cur- 
rent calendar year.

IN PROCESS OF CONSTRUCTION, 

The following vessels are in process of 
construction: The second-class battleships 
Haine and Texas, the cruisers Montgomery 
and Marblehead and the coast defense mon- 
itors Terror, Puritan, Amphitrite and Mon- 
adnock, all of which will be completed 
within one -year; the barbor defense ram 
Katahdin andthe protected cruisers Colum- 
bia, Minneapolis, derer Cincinnati and 
Raleigh, all of which will be completed prior 
to July 1, 1895; the first-class battlesnips 
Iowa, Indiana, Massachusetts and Oregon, 
which will be completed Feb. 1, 1896, and the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, Which will ve 
completed by August Of that year.

MORE VESSELS NEEDED. 

Since 1866 Congress has at each session 
authorized the batiding of one or more ves. 
sels;the Secretary of the Navy presents an 
earnest plea for the continuance of this 
plan. He recommends the authorization of 


at least one battlesbhip and six torpedo boats. 
While Lam distinetly in favor of consistently 
urauing the policy Ihave inaugurated of 
ullding ap a thorough and efiicient navy, I 
cannot refrain from the suggestion that Con- 
gress should carefully takeinto account the 
number of unfinished vessels on our hands 
and the depleted condition of our Treasury 
in considering the propriety of an appro- 
priation at this time to begin new work. 


LABOR AT NAVY YARDS. 

The metbod of employing mechanical labor 
at navy yards through boards ot labor and 
making efficiency the sole test by which 
laborers are employed and continued is pro- 
ducing the best results, and the Secretary is

ADDITIONS TO PENSION ROLLS, 


The number added tothe rolls during the 
year was 123,634, and the number dropped 
was 33,690. The first payments on pensions 
allowed during the year amounted to 
$33, 756,549. 98. This includes arrears 
or the accumulation between the 


time from which the allowance of pensions 
dates and the time of actually granting the 
certificates. Although the law of 1890 Ner- 
mits pensions for disabilities not related to 
military service, yet as a requisite to its 
benefits a disability must exist incapacitating 
applicants from the performance.of manua 
labor to such a degree as to render them un- 
able to earn a support. : 

Executions of this law inits early stages 
does not seem to have been in accord with Its 
true intention, but toward the close of the 
last Administration an authoritative con- 
struction was given to the statute and since 
that time this construction has been fol- 
lowed. This has had the effect of limiting 
the operation of the law ‘to its intended pur- 
poses. 


PENSION FRAUDS. 

The discovery having been made that 
many names had been put upon the pen- 
sion roll by means of wholesale and gigantic 
frauds, Me Commissioner suspended pay- 
ments upon a number of pensions which 


seemed to be fraudulent of wunauthor- 
ized, pending a complete examination, 
giving notice to the pensioners, in order that 
they might have an opportunity to establish, 
if possible, the justice of their claims, not- 
withstanding apparent inmvaliuity. This, 

understand, 168 the practice 
which has or a long time 
prevailed in the Pension Bureau, but after 
entering upon these reeent investigations 
the Commissioner modified this rule so as 
not to allow untilaftera complete examina- 
tion Interference with the payment ofa 
pension apparently not altogether void, but 
which merely Dad been fixed at & rate higher 
than that authorized by law. 

Jam unable to understand why frauds in 
the pension rolls should not be exposed and 
corrected with thoroughness and vigor. 
Every name fraudulently put upon these 
rolls is a wicked imposition upon the Kindly 
sentiment in which pensions have their 
origin; every fraudulent pensioner has be- 
come a bad citizen; every false 
oath in support ofa pension has made per 
jury more common, and false and undeserv- 
ing pensioners rob the people not only or 
thelr money, but ot the patrotic sentiment 
which the survivors of war fight 
for and the preservation of the 
Union ought to inspire. Ihotsands of neigh- 
borhoods have their well-knewn fraudulent 

ensſoners, and recent develppments by the 

ureau show appalling conspiracies to ac- 

complisn pension frauds. By no means the 
least wrong done isto brave and deserving 
pensioners, who certainly ought not to be 
condemned to such associations. 

Those who atiemptin the line of duty to 
rectify these wrongs should not be accused 
of enmity or indifference tc the claims of 
honest veterans. 

SUM EXPENDED. 

The sum expended on account of pensions 
for the year ending June 30, 1893, was $156,- 
740,467.14. The commissioner estimates that 
$165,000,000 will be required to pay pensions 
during the year ending June 30. 1594. 


THE INDIAN. 

The condition of the Indians and their u- 
timate fate are subjects which are a sacred 
duty of the Government, and which strongly 
appeal to the sense of justice and the sym- 
pathy of out people. 

Our Indians number about 48,000. Most of 
them are located on 161 reservations, con- 
tatning 86,116,531 acres of land. “About 110,000 
of these Indians bay to a large 
degree adopted civilized customs. 
Lands in severalty have been allotted 
to many of them. Such allotments have 
been made to 10,000 individuals during the 
last.fiseal year, emb meg about 1,000,000, 
acres. The number ofIndian Government 
schools open during s year was 1%, an 
increase of twelve over the preceding} year. 
Of this total 170 were on reservations, of 
which seventy-three were boarding-schools 
and ninety- seven were day schools. 
Twenty boardin schools and five day 
schools, supported by the Government, were 
not located on reservations. The total hum- 
ber of Indian children snrolled auring the 
year as attendants of all scliools was 21,138, 
an increase of 1,281 over, the enrollment for 
the previous year. 


INDIAN EDI'CATION. 

Iam sure that secular education and moral 
and religious teaching must be important 
factorsin any effort tosave the Indian ahd 
lead him to civilization. I Delleve, too, that 
the relinguishment o' tribal relations and 


the holding of land inseveralty may, in fa- 
vorable conditions, aki this consummation, 
It seems to me, however, that allotments of 
land in severalty ought to be made with great 
care and circumspecton. 

If hastily done before the Indian knows its 
meaning, while yet he has little or no idea of 
tilling a farm and noconcention of thrift, 
there is great danger that a reservation life 
in tribal relations may be exchanged for the 
— — of civilization, instead of its in- 

ependence and elevation. 

The solution of the Iidlan problem depends 
very largely upon gool administration. The 
personal fitness of arfents ani their adapta- 
bility to the peculiar duty of caring for their 
wards is of the utmos: importance. 


RESERVATION AGENTS. 
The law providing that, except in especial 
cases, army officerS shall be detailed as 


Indian agents itis toped will prove a suc- | 


cessful experiment. There is danger of 


great abuses creeping into the prosecution 
of claims for Indlah depredations, and I 
recommend that every possible safevuard ode 
provided against the enforcement of unjust 
and ficticious claims of this description. 

The appropriations on account at the In- 
dian Bureau for the year ending June 30, 
1894, amount to 77,981, 982.99, a decrease as 
compares with the year preceding it of 
$387 , 181.95. 


PUBLIC DOMAIN. 
The vast area of land which bat a short 
time ago constitute] the public domain is 


| rapidly falling Into private hands. It is cer- 


tain that in the transfer the beneficent inten- 


tion of the Gpvernment to supply from its 
domain homes to the industrious 
and worthy home seekers is often frus- 
trated. Though the speculator, who stands 
with extortionate purpose between the Land 
Office and those who, with their families, are 
invited by the Government togettie on the 
public lands, isadespicable character who 
ought not to be tolerated, yet it is dimeult to 
thwart his schemes. The recent opening to 
settlement of the lands in the Chero- 
kee outlet, embracing an Area of 
6,600,000 acres, notwithstanding the utmost 
care in voming the regulations, governing 
the selection of locations and notwithstand- 
ing the Pa of United States troops, 
furnished an exhibition, though, perhaps, 
ina modified degree, of the mad scramble, 
the violence, the fraudulent occupation 
which have accompanied previous openings 
of public land. 

I concur with the secretary lu the belief 
that these outrageous incidents cannot be en- 
tirely prevented without a change in the 
laws on the subject, and 1 hope his recom- 
mendations in that direction will be favor- 
ably considered. ö a 

Il especially commend to the attention of 
the Congress the statements contained in the 
Secretary's report concerning forestry. The 
time has come when efficient measures should 
be taken for the preservation of our forests 
from indiscriminate destruction.

Investigations have been 
made during the past year as to the 
means of its communication and the 
method of its ct diagnosis- 
Much progress has deen de in this direc- 
tion by the studies of thé division of animal 
pathology, Dut wor ghtto be extended, 
in co-operation with local authorities, until 
the danger to human life arising from this 
cause is reduced toa minimum. The number 
of animals arriving from Canada during the 
yearand inspected by bureau officers was 
462,092 andthe number from transatiantic 
countries was 1,297. No contagious diseases 
were found among the imported animals. 
The total number of inspections of, cattle for 
export during the past fiscal year was 611,542. 


EXPORTS FALLING OFF. 
The exports show a falling off of about 25 
per cent from the preceding year, the de- 
crease occurring entirely in the last half of 
the year. This suggests that the falling off 
may fave been largely due to an increase in 


the price of American export cattle. During 
the year ending June 30, 189%, exports of in- 
spected pork aggregates 20,677,410 pounds, as 
against 38,152,874 pounds for the receding 
year. The falling off in this export was not 
confined, however, toinspected pork, the to- 
tal quantity exported for 1892 being 665, 40. 
616 pounds, while in 1893 it was only 527,308,- 
695 pounds.

Of beef. products of all 
kinds, our total exports were $28,000,000, of 
which Great Britain took $24,000,000.

000, of whichiGreat Britain took $53,000,000. 
In breadstuffs, cotton and minor prodacts 
like proportions sent to the same destina- 
tion are shown. 


ECONOMIES OF FARMING. 

The work of the statistical division of the 
Department of Agrieuiture deals tn ‘all 
that relates to the etotomies of farming. 
The main purpose of its monthly reports is 


to keep the farmers informed fully as pos: 
sible of all matters having any influence 
upon the world's markets, in which their 
products find sale. Its publications relate 
especially to the commercial side of farming. 
It is, therefore, of profound importance and 
vital concern to the farmers of the United 
States, who represent nearly one-half of our 
population, and aiso of direct interest to the 
whole country, that the work of this division 
be efficiently performed and that the infor- 
mation it has gathered be promptly diffused. 
It is a matter for congratulation to know that 
the Secretary will not spare any effort to 
make this part of his work thoroughly use- 
tul.

Mice funds for the purpose of collect 
ing and distributing rare and improved vari- 
eties of seeds and for prosecuting 
agricultural investigations and procuring 
agricultural statistics. From this small be- 
ginning the seed division of the Department 
of Agriculture has grown to its present un- 
wieldy and unjustifiabi 
portions. During the last fiscal year the 
cost of seeds purchased was $66,548.61. The 
remainder of an appropriation of $135,000 
was expended in putting them up and dis- 
tributing them. It surely never could have 
entered the mmds of those who first sanc- 
tioned appropriations of public money for 
the purchase of new and improved 
varieties of seeds for gratuitous 
distribution that from this would 
grow large appropriations for the parchase 


extravagant pro- 


dy members of Congress of ordinary seeds, 


bulbs and cuttings which are common in ali 
the States and Territories and easily obtain- 
able at low prices. In each State and Terri - 
tory an agricultural experiment station has 
been established. These stations, by their 
very character and name, are the proper 
agencies to experiment with and test new 
varieties of seeds; and yet this indiscrimi- 
nate and wasteful distribution by legislation 
and leyislators continues, answering no pur- 
pose unless it be to remind constituents that 
their representatives are willing to remem- 
ber them with gratuities at pubiic cost. 


WASTE OF FPUBLIO MONEY. . 
Under the sanction of existing legislation 
there was sent out from the Agricultural De- 


partment during the last fiscal year enough 
of cabbage seed to plant 19,200 acres of land, 
a guflicient quantity of beans to plant 4,000 
actes, beet seed enough to plant 2,500 acres, 
sweet corn enough.to plant 7,800 acres, 
sufficient cucumber seed to cover 2,025 acres 
with vines, enough muskmelon and water- 
melon seeds to plant 2,675 acres. The 
total quantity of flower and vegetabdle 
seeds thus distributed was con- 
tained in more than 9,000,000 pack 
ages, and they were sufficient, if 
planted, to cover 989.596 acres of land. 
In view of these facts this enormous ex- 
enditure without legitimate returns of 

nefit ought to be abolished. Anticipating 
a consummation so maaifestly in the inter- 
est of good administration more than $100,000 
has been stricken from the estimate made to 
cover this object for the year ending June 
80, 1895, and the Secretary recommends that 
the remaining $85,000 of estimate may be con- 
fined strictly to the purchase of new and 
improved varietés of seeds and that these 
be distributed through experiment stations.

eNansen’s ship isa staunch craft built ex- 
pressly for her dangerous voyage in frozen 
seas. Her name, ‘‘Fram,’’ means forward. 

Her dimensions are as follows: Length, 
125 feet; beam, thirty-six feet; depth from 
deck to keel, seventeen feet. With her heavy 
cargo she is about 800 tons dead weight. The 
hull is built almost entirely of oak, and is 
very strong. Atthe points exposed to pres- 
sure from the ice her side are 
from thirty to thirty-two inches 
thick. The hull is coated on the outside with 
‘tice sheathing,’’ composed ot a thick layer 
of greenheart—a very hard American woud, 
having an only and slippery surface. Her 
engines, which were made by a firm of Nor- 
wegian engineers, are triple expansion and 
of 160 indicated horse power. 

Dr. Nansen’s plan was to leave the coast at 
the mouth of the River Lena aud then to 
start in a northerly direction along the west- 
ern coast of the island of Kotelnai, the most 
westerly of the Liakov or New Siberian 
group, continuing until the pack ice ren- 
dered further navigation impossible. On this 
point Dr. Nansen said before he started: 

„We shall do ovr best to forcethe ship 
through the ice, but shall at last reach a 

ont where we must stop. This will probably 

ring us to September, and we shall in this 
way get to some distance north of 
New Siberian’  .Islands; but I can- 
not say bow far, as no one has ever 
been there before. When navigation be- 
comes no longer practicable I shall have 
nothing left but to ram the ship into the 
ice as far as possible and stick there. Hav. 
ing rammed the ship into the ice for the 
winter—possibly forever, as I don’t expect 
we shall be sbie to move until we reach open 
water on the other sideof the Pole—we shall 
have to be contented for the time being with 
a coe of masterly inactivity. We 
shall be continually moving in a 
northerly directien. Assisted by nature, 
instead of fighting against her, we expect 
to be taken by the drifting of the ice floes 
right acrass the Polar region down into the 
Rast Greenland Sea, between Spitzbergen and 
Greenland, having inthis way reached and 
assed the Pole. Wetake with us provisions 
orfive years, and it is possible that this 
may be the period during which we shall be 
t the mercy of the ice.

OPPRESSING MILLIONAIRES. 

It is high time that millionaires should 
stand together. The continued encroach- 
ments of the tax - gatherer must be resisted 
it the large fortunes acquired by years of 
hard labor, self-denial and unswerving 
honesty are to be kept intact. 

The cruel story that comes from New 
York of the probable banishment of the 
Goulds, who have done so much to build 
up that struggling town, would stir the 
indignation of the wholé country were it 
not that just now the appearance of the 
new tariff bill and the various foot ball 
casualties are so occupying public at 
tion that private wrongs, or the wrongs 
a small class, cannot receive the attention 
they deserve. 

To be sure, the Gouldsare not actually 
told to get out. They are not expelled as 
worthy but ambitious citigens of Greece 
and Rome were. The method of their 
banishment, however, is as effectual as if 
it were the edict of a Roman Senate ora 
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the Goulds to aa eg

are resisting oppression. Would it not be 
better for the taxers to get what they can 
on $2,000,000 instead of losing all by in- 
sisting on the $10,000,000 assessment? 
This oppression of the Goulds is far- 
reaching in its effects. It prejudices the 
public mind against an income tax, which 
jis really so necessary at this time. It 
makes people think of what poor Mr. 
Rockefeller will have to pay under an in- 
come tax law. Would it be possible, the 
people say to themselves, for Mr. R. to 
leave 5685, 000, 000 to each of his daughters if 
his income were to be taxed? Would it 
not be almost like breaking up his family 
to tax such a man? Does not the high 
tariff compel us all to chip in to keep the 
Government going? and would it not be 
better to let the tariff go on than to bother 
poor Mr. Rockefeller, or poor Mr. Gould, 
or poor Mr. Vanderbilt, whose temptations 
to prevarication are already so great? 
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A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


Mr. Frederick Waite, a statistician of 
authority, has compiled some interesting 
facts concerning the financial condition of 
the country, which are full of food for 
thought. Commenting on the indebted- 
ness of the people, he says: 

In a word, the total net indebtedness of the 
American people equaled in 1880 but $6,750,- 
000, 000; in September, 1892, it amounted to 
$19, 700,000,000, an increase-of $13,000,000,000 in 
the short period of twelve years. These 
muté figures tell the tale. Our manafactur- 
ing and mining industries have been stimu- 
lated under the intoxicating influence of pro- 
tection, while ourfarmers have been com- 
pelled to borrow to meet deficits. Our land 
values have been bolstered up by booms and 
ruthless real estate speculation all over the 
West and South. Raltlroads have been built 
to forestall competitors, to raise the value of 
land and to build cities wherenone were 
needed. Bonds and watered stocks have 
been ruthlessly floated for the purpose of 
jit —— valuable properties untilnow the 

abilities of the railroad companies equal 
fully 8 per cent, or $5,000,000,000 more than 
their total assets. 

If these assertions are even approximately 
true it is not strange that business lan- 
guishes and suffering prevails. In them 
can be found the roots of the social ques- 
tion’* which perplexes politicians and 
alarms every well wisher of his country. 

The owners of this enormous debt are 
comparatively fewin number. The masses, 
the consumers, must pay the claim out of 
their earnings, for no matter who may be 
the nominal debtor the load rests ulti- 
mately upon the productive industry of 
the country. In default of payment the 
resources of the country must pass from 
the small owners to the large proprietors, 
and the concentration of wealth will go 
forward at an accelerated pace. 

Much, if not most, of this huge debt 
was contracted while the people were in- 
toxicated with optimism. Railways have 
been built, wrecked and ‘‘reorganized’’ 
without any legislative interference, and 
in many cases with the friendly co-opera- 
tion of the courts. Overissues of corpora- 
tion bonds and stocks many times the real 
value of the plants have been expressly 
authorized by legislation. In this ‘easy 
going, popular temper the specalators 
have found their opportunity and have 
diligently improved it, and the worst of it 
is that legislators are just as generous as 
they were twenty-five years ago, when the 
speculative spirit first appeared. 

It ig not a question to be handled in the 
declamatory fashion of the demagogue. 
Partisanship is out of place in the pres- 
ence ofa danger so grave. ‘It is wholly 
impersonal, and it is a waste of time to try 
to fix the blame or find a scapegoat. We 
have got into trouble through our own 
short-sightedness and over confidence. We 
must get out of it by a careful and dispas- 
sionate study of the problem and a resolute 
determination to discard the blunders of 


the past.

AWAY WITH HIS VICTIMS 


The Collection of Insurance Money the 
| Motive for the Murder—How the Prose- 

cution Gathered the Evidence —Dr. 
Meyer's Wife on Trial For Complicity 
in His Crimes. 


New Yorx, Dec. 4.—After months of want 
ing, Dr. Henry B. Meyer,’ the alleged 
poisoner of five persons, was placed on trial 
for his Ute this morning, together with his 
wife, who the prosecution claim was a 
guilty party to her husbafd’s crimes. The 
case is being heard by Justice sarrett in Oyer 
and Terminer. Long before the customary 
hour for opening, the halls leading to the 
court room were dlocked by a dense, strug- 
gung mass of people, eager to be present at 
the opening ot the trial. The case has many 
points similarto that of Carlyle Harris and 
Dr. Buchanan, the wife poisoners, recently 
convicted here. 

The District Attorney thinks he has evi- 
dence that will convict Doth Meyers and his 
wife, and when it is placed before the jury it 
will reveal the most remarkable crimina) 
ever brought to trial.
